DETAILED ACTION 
Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

In regards to claim 67, no prior art of record teaches or fairly suggests a 
guidewire having a solid metallic core, a metallic tube, and a coil; wherein the metallic 
tube extends distally beyond the distal end of the metallic core and the coil extends 
distally beyond the distal end of the metallic tube; wherein the outer diameter of the 
metallic core and the inner diameter of the tubular member are substantially the same.
